POLICE PORTRAIT PAINTER 

Magic lantern slides are now being used to 
track down criminals. Lt, Hugh McDonald of 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office has 
improved on the old magic lantern which has 
a great potential as a criminal detector. 

Known as an “ Jdenticast/' the apparatus 
makes portraits to order. In its first test case 
in Los Angeles recently, it tracked down a 
thief with speed and accuracy. 

The victim was seated in a darkened room 
et headquarters and observed front-view out¬ 
lines* of heads flashed on a small screen. When 
she identified one which resembled her assail¬ 
ant, it was held in place on the screen while 
various haircuts were superimposed. 

In order came the ears, eyes, eyebrows, noses, 
chins, mouths—and mustaches. She had in¬ 
sisted that the robber had worn one. When 
the composite picture was completed, police 
had a portrait of their man. It bore a striking 
resemblance to one ot the photographs in their 
Rogues' Gallery. The thief was quickly pick¬ 
ed tip and confessed when confronted by his 
victim,

PHONEY FINANCE 

In r the last three years, there has been a 
noted rise in counterfeiting across the nation. 
This is the opinion of the Chief of the U. S. 
Secret Service in his annual report to a Con¬ 
gressional sub-committee* 

In 1948, T*men uncovered $145,000; 1949, 
$338,000; and in the first seven months of this 
year, $475,000. Although the phoney bills are 
manufactured in the larger cities of the mid- 
West, New York and Chicago, they flood the 
entire nation “via criminal connections and 
distributors/* 


A Most of the counterfeiters who were rounded 
up proved to be experts at duplication during 
the war when they turned out fake OPA ra¬ 
tion stamps* “It is a fact/' said the Secret 
Service Chief, “that in Chicago we arrested 
some former OPA violators, who are responsible 
for a lot of these notes*” 

A surprising factor was the appearance of 
$64,000 made in foreign countries and slipped 
into our ports* To discourage further imports. 
Secret Service agents will be posted abroad. 



A hold-up victim, not long ago, appeared at 
a local precinct and reported that he had been 
relieved of his wallet. In response to the desk 
sergeant's request for details, he said: 

“I had just closed up my store tvith the 
week's receipts in my wallet and was taking 
a short-cut to my home across a vacant lot when
